The specific Nazi danger to the U. 8. was put 
sharply as follows in an interview about a confidential 
report he made to President Roosevelt, by Bernard 
Barauch: 

“The threat to the U. 8. from Germany (after 
Munich particularly) is in South America and is 
real and immediate. 


“Hitler demands raw materials and markets for | 


his manufactured goods, Where can he get them? 
In Europe? Hardly. In Africa? It is already taken 
by England, France and Italy. In the Orient? Ja- 
pan dominates there. 

“The only place Hitler can turn to is South 
America.” 

And as we have shown, Hitler does not intend to 
leave his ambitions in South America remain isolated 
from his colonial drive in Spain and Africa.

The Nazi Terrorism 


Munich is getting new victims the refu- 
gees who are trying to flee from the Nazi 
terrorism which is spreading into the Su- 
detenland and beyond. 

Even through the veil of censorship the 
horrible tale is breaking through—the all- 
too-familiar story of Nazi blackjacks, con- 
centration camp brutality. 

It is said that 50,000 refugees from the 
Sudeten regions have already flied to Prague 
as the Nazi machine advances. One needs no 
eloquence to make clear to every decent per- 
son what tragedy lurks for these fine, de- 
mocracy-loving people whom the Nazis have 
marked out for their victims. 

Something must be done to help them. 
It can be done. Especially can it be done by 
us in America and our Government. The 
work which President Roosevelt tried to 
start at the recent Evian Conference must 
be revived. ° Sea 

Most immediately, we are informed that 
there are more than 100,000 unused visas 
available in the Immigration office under 
quotas that were not filled. These quotas for 
immigration to America must be made avail- 
able to the refugees from Sudetenland. It is 
literally true that thousands of human lives 
can be saved by prompt action here. 

The conscience of mankind must take ac- 
tion to protect the refugees from torture and 
murder. They must be helped to find, also, 
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® Catholic Americans were able to read in 
the morning papers two items seemingly un- 
related, and yet of the greatest concern to 
them. 

One was-the dreadful news from Vienna, 
where Hitler’s police agent, Beurckel, ranted 
at Cardinal Innitzer, calling him in typical 
Nazi style, “the Jew’s friend,” using this 
incitement as justification for the mobbing 
of the Cardinal’s residence. 1 

The other item was closer to home. It 
was the speech of a Catholic layman, Judge 
Herbert A. O’Brien, before the Catholic 
Daughters of America, in which Judge 
O’Brien bluntly raised the weapon of racism 
and anti-semitism in the New York State 
elections. 

“These thirteen Jewish assemblymen 
voted for the Child Labor amendment,” said 
Judge O’Brien in an attack on certain Demo- 
cratic legislators in his opening blast. 

“Wagner wants to help the Jews in Pal- 
estine,” he cried out sarcastically, “but what 
has he done to help the Catholics of New 
York?” Against the crude incitement of race 
hatreds and passions. 

And as if this violent rousing of racial 
hatretis were not enough, Judge O’Brien was 
followed by Father Duffee, whose complaint 
was that the American people do not love 
Hitler or Mussolini—“the voices of the die- 
tators were piped to America simply to in- 
fluence America against the Fascist states,“ 
a serious crime in Father Duffee's eyes. 

There can be no mistaking the meaning 
of these tirades which cannot but bring dis- 
may to Catholics everywhere. 

Judge O’Brien is eager to ally the Cath- 
olie people as a “solid bloc” against the New 
Deal ticket supported by progressives and 
the American Labor Party. And he does not 
hesitate to stoop to the methods of racial in- 
citement. He uses against the New Deal 
ticket of Lehman-Wagner-Polletti the same 
race poison which Hitler uses to rouse lynch 
mobs against Cardinal Innitzer. 

Judge O’Brien desires to use the weapon 
of racism to lead the Catholic people into the 
camp of pro-fascist reaction in America. 

He cites the authority of “Rubber Hose” 
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Harvey of Queens in his smearing of the 
American’ Labor Party as communists.“ 
Since when can Catholic people associate with 
the tin-horn Hitler of Queens, a man who has 
the support of the Nazi Bundists and Fritz 
Kuhn in that county? 

Judge O’Brien cites the assemblymen who 
voted for the Child Labor amendment as 
“Jews,” in the manner of a Goebbels. 

But there is a Catholic Committee for the 
Child Labor Amendment headed by such 
leading Catholics as Monsignor Ryan of the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, Bishop 
Lucey of Texas, Father Haas, and many 
others of similar prominence in Catholic cir- 
cles. Will Judge O’Brien now attack these 
Catholics as “friends of the Jews” as the 

Nazi police agent attacks Cardinal Innitzer 
in Vienna? 2 

Judge O’Brien professes the Catholic 
faith. It would behoove him to study the 
pronouncements of Pope Pius, who said on 
July 21 that the “racial foolishness” of anti- 
Semitism is “detestable, and because it is not 
Christian énds by not being human.” 

He should give study to. the excellent 
words of Father Murphy, who said truly: 

“To countenance race prejudice is to 
confirm. it; and to confirm it is to wound 
the very heart of Faith.“ 

There are pro-fascist, pro-Nazi forces in 


this country which hope to deceive the Cath- 


olic people into supporting reaction, the kind 
of anti-democratic tyranny which has brought 
such sorrow to the Catholics of Germany and 
Austria. In America they operate as the 
anti- New Deal forces, striking out at the 
democracy of the New Deal. They use the 
familiar devices of Communist-baiting and 
the incitement of race hatreds. 

Judge O’Brien would seem to be inter- 


ested in achieving the aims of these forces 


through the weapons of anti-Semitism. 
American Catholics, deeply concerned 
over the latest news from abroad, hopeful 
for democracy, and abhorring racism as bar- 
barous, have, it seems to us, the duty of pro- 
tecting their faith from the reactionary po- 
litical uses to which a Judge O’Brien would 
like to put it,
